INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME OFFICER COOGLE WAS PULLING INTO 
JOHNNY GRANT WAY AND WAS FLAGGED DOWN BY LOEW’S SECURITY 
OFFICERS (ALONSO GUTIERREZ AND JORGE RODRIGUEZ) FIGHTING IN 
THE VALET AREA WITH AN UNKNOWN M/B. OFFICER COOGLE RAN TO 
THE FRONT DOOR OF THE BID OFFICE AND WAVED OFFICER GORDON 
OUTSIDE TO ASSIST. 


AS OFFICERS RAN OVER THEY OBSERVED AN UNIDENTIFIED M/B 
KICKING AT SECURITY OFFICERS WITH BOTH LEGS AS THEY WERE 
STRUGGLING WHILE ATTEMPTING TO HANDCUFF HIM. SUSPECT DOE 
WAS VERY AGITATED AND STRUGGLING WITH THREE TO FOUR LOEW’S 
SECURITY OFFICERS WHO WERE TRYING TO RESTRAIN THE HIM. DOE 
WAS SCREAMING AND YELLING THAT THEY WERE TRYING TO KILL HIM 
AND APPEARED TO BE UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF AN UNKNOWN 
INTOXICANT. 


OFFICER COOGLE TOOK CONTROL OF HIS LEGS TO ENSURE HE DID NOT 
KICK AND INJURE ANYONE. I, OFFICER GORDON, CONTROLLED HIS 
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UPPER BODY BY PLACING MY HANDS ON HIS SHOULDERS AND UPPER 
BACK TO HOLD HIM FIRMLY TO THE GROUND. OFFICER COOGLE WAS 
ABLE TO GET TO HIS PHONE AND CONTACT LAPD DISPATCH TO REQUEST 
ASSISTANCE. THE OPERATOR ADVISED THERE WERE THREE CALLS 
ALREADY MADE FOR THAT LOCATION. 


OFFICER KANAGI WAS BRINGING A PATROL VEHICLE UP FROM THE 
GARAGE AND RAN OVER TO ASSIST BY APPLYING BODYWEIGHT AND 
HOLDING THE LEFT SIDE OF HIS UPPER BODY TO THE GROUND AS HE 
WAS STILL ATTEMPTING TO FORCE HIS WAY BACK TO HIS FEET. OFFICER 
STERLING WAS ALSO BRINGING A PATROL VEHICLE FROM THE GARAGE 
AND RAN OVER TO ASSIST OFFICER COOGLE WITH CONTROLLING THE 
SUSPECTS LEGS. 


AFTER APPROXIMATELY 10 MINUTES OFFICERS OBSERVED AN LAPD UNIT 
DRIVING N/B ON HIGHLAND AND MADE AN E/B TURN ON YUCCA. THE 
SECURITY GUARD STANDING AT THE ENTRANCE TO THE DRIVEWAY 
ATTEMPTED TO FLAG THE UNIT DOWN, BUT WAS UNSUCCESSFUL. 
OFFICER STERLING MADE ANOTHER CALL TO LAPD AND WAS ABLE TO 
SPEAK TO W/C SGT SLATER WHO STATED HE HAD A UNIT ROLLING CODE 
3 TO OUR LOCATION. 


AFTER APPROXIMATELY 30 MINUTES LAPD UNIT 6A49 (LU #39106 AND 
IGNACIO #39809) ARRIVED ON SCENE AND TOOK CONTROL OF THE 
SUSPECT. OFFICER IGNACIO PLACED A HOBBLE ON THE SUSPECT’S 
LEGS TO RESTRAIN HIM WHILE THEY WAITED FOR AN AMBULANCE TO 
TRANSPORT HIM TO THE HOSPITAL. 


OFFICER COOGLE ADVISED OFFICER IGNACIO TWICE THAT THE HOBBLE 
SHOULD BE PLACED ABOVE THE SUSPECT’S KNEES AND SECURED. 
OFFICER IGNACIO STATED, “WE GOT IT.” BID OFFICERS AND LOEW’S 
SECURITY STOOD UP AS LAPD OFFICERS STATED THEY NO LONGER 
NEEDED OUR ASSISTANCE. DOE THEN BEGAN TO SQUIRM AROUND AND 
WAS ABLE TO GET HIS LEGS PARTIALLY OUT OF THE HOBBLE RESTRAINT 
AS IT WAS NOT CORRECTLY SECURED. OFFICERS COOGLE AND OFFICER 
GORDON ASSISTED LAPD OFFICER IGNACIO IN RE-ADJUSTING THE 
HOBBLE RESTRAINT. 


RA UNITS 27 AND 827 ARRIVED ON SCENE TO ASSIST WITH THE 
REQUESTED TRANSPORT TO THE HOSPITAL. LAPD OFFICER LU STATED 
DOE WAS NOT “IN CUSTODY” AND THEY MOVED FORWARD BY REMOVING 
THE HANDCUFFS. IT TOOK 4 OFFICERS AND 4 PARAMEDICS TO PLACE 
HIM ONTO THE GURNEY. DOE ENDED UP BEING RESTRAINED BY AN 
UPPER CHEST BELT, LEG BELT, AND BOTH WRISTS HANDCUFFED TO THE 
RAILS OF THE GURNEY.

DOE’S CUSTODY WAS TRANSFERRED TO LAPD UNIT 6A49 (LU #39106 AND 
IGNACIO #39809) WHO STATED AT THE SCENE TO PARAMEDICS THAT HE 
WAS “NOT IN CUSTODY” AND “OFF HIS MEDS”. DESPITE THIS 
STATEMENT DOE WAS TRANSPORTED IN FULL RESTRAINTS AND 
HANDCUFFED BY LAPD TO THE GURNEY.
